HISTORIC AL. 


The first cotirt honse ww a log struct- 


ure 20x20 fe^t and a story and a half high. 
It contained two rooms, one above the 
other, and was beated b; an old-fashioned 
fireplace. The budding stood on the 
west bolt of lot 1, in block 4, ot tbe orig- 
inal town ot Decatnr, east side of Lin- 
coln Sqnare, south of Main street cor- 
ner, where it waa built in the latter 
part of tbe year 1S29 and spring of 
1830, and continued to be need as a 
court bouse until 1338, when it was 
moved to what is known as the Samuel 
Allen farm, east of the city, where it is 
now need as a barn. 


The second court bon^e was a brick 


building 40x40 teat, erected in 1838 on 
the aootheasi corner of the old eqjiare, or 
Lincoln Squat*. AB tbe population of 
the county became larger tod legal bud- 
nees iEerew&d, thie tetnpl« ot 'justwe, 
likeita predeeeMor, ww at length found 
to b* faw waal?, and th« ocmnty in 1810 


leased a part of tbe Power* Block on 
South Water street, opposite tha BEPUB- 
iiiouf office, which has since boen need 
as a court house. For a time tbe first 
floor rooms were uead by the county 
ofBoers; but the $11,000 building put up 
south of tbe site of the new structure, 
caused tbe lower rooms to be vacated. 
The second story ot the Powers Block is 
•til) nvsd as the court room.

A Former Deoatur Pastor Paseea 


Away at Oarllnvitle. 


' Friday, Sept. 11, alls, m., Rev. James 
[jetton, pastor in oharg e of the First H, 
E. Church, Decatur, in 187Cand 1887' 
died at tbe home of bis daughter at Oar- 
linville, 111. The deceased was one ot 
the oldest preachers in the Illinois Con- 
ference.

He contemplated 
tbe ceiling afew momenta and then com- 
muned with himeelf thus: "The best 
manilla binding twine for 10 cents per 
pound, three tin cups for a dime, good 
calico for 4 cents a yard, 20 pounds beet 
white sugar for *1, a whole keg ot nails 
'or $130; com 60 osnts per bushel, and 
[ sold 300 bnebels at that price and got 
the cosh; hogs, 85.65 per hundred pounds 
on foot; wheat $1 per bnehe), and-30 
bushaele to tbe acre; if only Cleveland 
wae President this would be a fine time.''

Adulterations in Food. 


Many states have etriagent laws against 
food adulteration, but they tail to check 
tbe eviL It is on the increase. Tbe laal 
report of the Dairy Commissioner o: 
New Jersey shows that 48.66 per cent., or 
nearly half, ot all tbe food preparations 
submitted to him for examination were 
adulterated. Sometimes the adultera- 
tions were harmleae and in these oasee 
the purchaser would be only swindled 
but in many instances rank poisons wen 
found ia artiolte of every day consump- 
tion, A large percentage ol canned vege- 
tables, snch as peaa and string beane, 
were found to contain copperas, used to 
give a green color, and a number of bak- 
ing powdera bad been "doctored" with 
ammonia to give an artificial leavening 
strength and to permit ot their carrying 
more waste matter, In these ijasee there 
ie not only fraud but danger to tbe pub- 
liohealth. * •* *-N. Y. Tribune.

Dr, C. A. Crompton, ot Washington! 


D. 0,, chief chemist ot tbe Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, accompanied by Mr. Q. E. 
Fletcher, ot New Hampshire, Everett B. 
Horton, of Maine, H. H. Brighton, ot 
Iowa, end J. Q, Ttwcker, ot Nebraska, 
special revenue inspectors, bae estab- 
lished in Fort Scott, Kan., a United 
States chemical laboratory, occupying 
apartments in the government building, 
at which all tbe engar manufactured in 
Kansas, Missouri and Nebraska wUI be 
tested from samples furnished by tne 
local inspector. The laboratory ie now 
supplied with all tbe latest and 
most approved apparatus known to eei- 
ence, and each sample will be thoroughly 
and completely tested.

What ia tbe Foterleoope. 


Every one who reads custom-house 


iterator* or tariff discussions known tbai 
ihe sugar duties und bounties depend 
upon what is called the polariscope teat, 
jot few know wbai this is, Tbe -follow- 
ng from the pen ot a well known writer 
will give the reader a fair Idea of the in- 
strument and its use: 


Tue testing of sugar to ascertain its 


saccharine strength ie an interesting 
operation. One would think that .the 
way to discover how sweet an article is 
would be to taste it. It seems rather odd 
that the degree ot sweetness is demon- 
strated by tbe sense of tight rathe; than 
>he sense of taste. Snob Is the case, 
however. Tie inspector look* at the 
sugar through a peculiar instrument, 
discover* tbe amount of saccharine mat- 
ter in it The Irwtranwni ie called the 
polariscope. It somewhat resembles a 
tmall telescope and is about eighteen 
inches long and Is mounted on i wand, 
The operation ot testing seems very 
simple, yet it is very wonderful. A cer- 
tain amount ot sngaris placed in a car- 
Uin amount ot water and allowed to dis- 
solve until it became almost clear. Tho 
solution is then transferred to an oblong 
bottle, which is placed in the instrument. 
The inspector stands a lighted l«»p be- 
for tbe opposite end ot the polsrisoopii 
and looks through the instrument It is 
seen tbat the ray ot light from the lamp 
is passing through the bottle containing 
the solution ot sugar is refracted toons 
suls at a considerable angle. He moves 
one end of tne polarieoope until the ray 
of light is straightened, Tbe movement 
of the instrument is registered upon a 
svsle whereon is nmked degrees. It tbe 
scats marks 90 degrees when the ray of 
light becomes straightened, it is an in- 
dication tbat the sagar possesses e, sac- 
charin* strength of 90 degrees, The 
maker then become* entitled to a bounty 
of Scents per pound. 


Of coorae, in places where theie is a 


great bulk of sugar belonging to the same 
person it will be impossible to test every 
Barrel or backage. In tbat case ths pro- 
dacerwill assort his product in three- 
barrel lots, according to its color, and tbe 
inspector will certify the three barrels 
upon the basis ot one simple taken at 
random.
